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DETAILED ACTION 


1 . This action is in response to applicant's amendment received on 1 1/08/02. 


2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the first mail feed 
guide, means for adjusting the speed, an electric circuit and radiation means must be 
shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 


The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 

indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 

applicant regards as the invention. 

It is not clear if applicant is seeking for protection of the mail opener or a 

combination of the mail opener and the postage meter. According to MPEP 2173.02, 

these claims should be treated as a combination. However, in paper #6 received on

1 1/08/02, Applicant argued that it should not be treated as a combination (see In re 
Larson). Thus there is confusion about the scope of the claim 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
(e) the invention was described in- 

(1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed in the United States 
before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the 
treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effect under this subsection of a national application 
published under section 122(b) only if the international application designating the United States was 
published under Article 21(2)(a) of such treaty in the English language; or 

(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that a patent shall not be deemed filed in the United 
States for the purposes of this subsection based on the filing of an international application filed under 
the treaty defined in section 351(a). 

5. Claims 1 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Angel et al. 

Angel discloses the invention including a postage meter, cutting device 102, a 
print head 210, drive means 118 and 128, first and second mail feed guide 106 and 
218. 


Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 2 and 4-1 1 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
